WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—In-an 


effort to prevent Germany from re- 
gaining her supremacy as mistress 
of the dye industry, big munition 
plants in the United States are pre- 
paring to convert their establish- 
ments into dye factories immediately 
after the close of the war. 

Two of the largest munitions con- 
cerns in the country—The Aetna 
Explosive company and the Du Pont 
company—are working out detailed 
vlans for the conversion of their 
vilants, and their experts are being 
assisted by Dr. C. D. Norton, dye 
expert of the United States bureau 
of foreign and domestic commerce.
